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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence on pages 2-3 that 
"the invention teaches a scheme of forced division of a VLIW packet into issue groups no greater than 64 bits." Tremblay has taught, as 
cited in the arguments, that the subinstruction of a VLIW instruction is typically 16-64 bits in length, which means that, typically, the 
subinstruction size is no larger than 64 bits wide. Tremblay teaches a VLIW processor and does specify that his instruction size falls out 
of the normal size boundaries described in his background language. In fact, Tremblay does not want to vary from the VLIW size 
structure, he wants to increase the instruction-level parallelism for existing structures (Tremblay column 3, lines 8-12), e.g. the VLIW 
instructions that have subinstructions 16-64 bits wide. The citation of Trembly in column 7, lines 30-38 was an example portion of 
Tremblay that to shows that the VLIW instructions are divided into its separate subinstructions of 16-64 bits wide that are sent to be 
executed by the processing units. Together these two portions illustrate the claim limitation. 
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
